To advise you of the results of an Inquiry to determine tE© ^jS^i^Sa 
individuals referred to as '^agents" and "Cocitnunists" in a chart of alleged ^Jro- Jr> 
Soviet individuals mentioned by Senator McCarthy before the Senate on Jtme ^ 
1950. In trlef, all have resigned from Federal employment except three who have 
been Investigated by the Bureau as subjects of LGS or vOA cases, one wio haW/*een 
suspended without pay afl the result of an LGS investigation, and one who v^^last 
known to be ernployed by the Arsqr overseas and whose status will be checke 
liaison* 

You will recall that Senator McCarthy on June 6, 1S50 made a statement 
before the Senate to the effect that three or four years ago the I^I supplied the 
State Department with charts and dia,?rans purportedly- showing pro-Soviet individuals 
in the State Department, Inquiry disclosed that the bhart was prepared by a State 
Depp.rtment employee. It purported to show the number of "agents", "Cocununists'*, 
"sjTirpathiaers" er.d ^suspects" in the State Department. On Bureau instructions, the

In conn^ctxon vdth the question raised by the Director, the 
r^enej-al policy is to .'Umish r/ritten information. Oral inf oriiiation is 
furnish.ed in only a snail porcentase of the matters discussed by our 
Liaison Representatives and this is subsequently^'- confirmed in writing." 

It might be pointed out, hoTrever, that in some instances in 
connection vdth delicate situations the Bureau's Liaison Hepresontatives 
are instructed to furnish information orally to other Government agencies 
and in these situations no confirmation is usually given in writings In 
these instances the Bureau file vdll contain a record covering the matter 
either by a written notation or a memorandum*

With regard to Document No. 1 listed above, it is noted that this 
document is identical with the "exhibit" which served as the basis for the Bureau's 
investigation in the case entitled "Unknown Subject, Source of Senator Joseph R. 
McCarthy's Information Regarding Government Employees, Removal of Government Property, 
Loyalty of Government Employees*" (121-23278) 

Dociunent No. 2 consists of ten pages of miscellaneous material concerning 
Anbassador Fhilip C. Jessup shovfing his purported relation with various Communist 
front organizations and containing copies of four checks reflecting contributions 
to the Institute of Pacific Relations by Frederick V. Field during the t ime Ambassador 
Jessup was supposedly connected with the Institute of Pacific Relations. 




Document No. 3 consists of two pages of material. The first page 
reflects an article from the New York Herald Tribune dated June 22, 1950, and on 
the same page appears a reproduction of an article from the New Tork Tiiaes dated 
June 22, 1950, concerning the lydings Committee's investigation of Senator McCarthy's 
charges of Communists in the State Department. The second page of the document is 
a reproduction of a letter from you to Senator McCarthy dated July 10, 1950, informing 
hijc that the FBI had not as of that date made an examination of the 81 State Depart- 
ment loyalty files and advising him that the Bureau was not in a position to make any 
statement concerning the completeness or incompleteness of the State Department files. 

Docu-ment No. k consists of fourteen pages of material concerning one Chew 
Hong and Dr. Kung Chuan Chi in relation to the Owen Lattimore case. It is noted 
that this identical information was previously furnished to the Bureau. Efforts to 
prove or disprove the allegation that Owen Lattimore "loaded" the Office of War 
Inf oiTtiation with pro-Communists and ant.1^hlan^^-shek personnel are at the present 
tiice being made in the Lattimore case* HHHPf The data concerning Chew Sih 
Hong and Dr. Chi, as well as the attached picture, is duplication of material already 
in possession of the Bureau and is therefore considered of no interest in so far as 
the Owen Lattljnore case is concerned* 



Doc\LTi(3nt l{o* 5, vdiich purports to be page thirty of a secret report 
prepared by the Stat^ Department Security Officer for the head of the Security 
Division, contains the charts previously alleged by Senator McCarthy to have been 
prepared by the FBI showing the number of "agents," "Communists," "sympathizers" 
and "suspects" in the State Department as of Ifiay 15> 19 A7. This material has 
long since been in possession of the Bureau and has been appropriately handled. 

Document No. 6 is a copy of a report dated June 10, 19A7, from the Sub- 
Cormittee of the Senate Appropriations Coinmittee to Secretary of State George C. 
Tyfershall calling his attention to conditions which had reportedly developed and 
still flourish in the State Department under the adrdnistration of Dean Aches on.

Inasmuch as all the material contained 
herein has previously been made available to the Bureau and appropriate action taken 
there appears to be no further action necessary concerning this matorlal* Inasmuch 
as the material was without doubt left In the Crystal Ballroom of the Sherman Hotel 
by Senator McCarthy on the occasion of his speech on August 16, 1950, it is 
recommended that a representative of the Bureau contact Senator McCarthy and advise 
him of the manner in which this material came into the possession of the Bureau. If 
it is definitely determined at that time that the material belongs to Senator McCartl 
it is further recommended that the material be returned to hia.
